It’s always hospital jobs 
and factory jobs and nothing much else. You have to find a very specific niche that you fit into, and if you 
can’t find that in your town you're basically fucked. Without an education it can be daunting to send 
application requests that are denied with the acknowledgement that you did not plunge yourself into 
nearly 6 figures of debt for a piece of paper saying that you learned something. | wholeheartedly 
understand, as a business owner, that starting a business and maintaining it seems to be incredibly 
challenging. But these people who are working for you have lives to live of their own as well. Being 
underpaid is the biggest slap in the face to a worker. Especially in “grunt” level environments. People 
breaking down their bodies to keep things going. People using their bodies (machines according to 
science) in repeated motions, over and over. Machines that move break down over time unless the parts 
are maintained. | am 30 years old. | struggle with mental health issues as well as other fairly serious 
physical issues which exacerbate my mental health symptoms as well as some other things. | honestly 
can’t go out in public without making weird twitches or having tremors. | would like to blame a large part 
of the responsibility for my state of being on the current state of the country. We live in America. We act 
like it’s the greatest place on earth. But is it really? If a person who is stuck in the street because their 
legs failed them, but they are found to be homeless and quickly encouraged to go back on the street 
(without the capability of using their legs at this point in time) would you say it’s in the person’s human 
rights to be upset? When you have completely lost a bodily function such as walking and the emergency 
room tells you to brush it off and deal with it, what do you do in this situation? Do you firebomb a 
building? Do you hurt the people who allow you to hurt for months to years on end? What is the 
answer? When you search for help year after year and can’t find the mental stability to go out and get it 
through appointments and your only option is emergency rooms, they will laugh you out the door every 
time, imply that you’re a junkie, and send you on your way. Plenty of people in healthcare have their job 
for the money they earn. They don’t give a flying fuck if you live or die as long as they get paid. America 
acts so anti-terrorist but its very actions seem to be intentionally antagonizing the state of America in its 
entirety. Homeless people end up building and selling pipe bombs to make a living. | have met them. 
They have dealt with similar issues to mine, but for 3 times the duration. People are hurting. Throwing 
them on and off various meds, ripping them away, trying to charge $900 to a homeless person for psych 
meds is not the answer. This country is fucked and it doesn’t seem to give two rats asses about the issues 
with homelessness and chosen ignorance of patient pain. The system needs to change or more and more 
people are going to be killing each other over this. I’m a peaceful individual, but when you feel like a dog 
backed into a corner getting hit in the face with a shovel, would you lie down and take it or would you do 
something about it? To people in positions of power and decision making: f you saw a pot about to boil 
over, would you just watch it, or would you do something about it?
